The  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 

Brandon  and  Byshottles  Urban  District  Council. 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  report  on  the  health 
and  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  district  for  the  year  1942. 

It  is  encouraging  to  note  that  the  state  of  the  public  health 
continues  to  be  most  satisfactory  despite  many  abnormal  cir- 
cumstances. 


The  Registrar  General’s  estimate  of  population  shews  a con- 
siderable decline  to  17,900,  which  I am  inclined  to  think  is  an 
underestimate. 

The  death  rate  is  greater  than  that  of  the  past  two  years,  but 
fortunately  the  birth  rate  is  greater  than  that  of  the  past  ten  years. 
The  infant  mortality  is  as  low  as  for  the  past  ten  years. 

With  respect  to  the  main  causes  of  death,  Cardio-vascular 
Disease  still  holds  the  field.  This  is  not  to  be  wondered  at  con- 
sidering that  the  main  of  the  population  is  engaged  on  strenuous 
physical  work.  Tubercular  Disease  shews  no  increase,  which  is  an 
indication  that  despite  difficult  times  the  general  health  and  nutrition 
of  the  population  have  been  maintained. 

Though  there  was  a definite  increase  in  the  in  cidence  of  Scarlet 
Fever  and  Diphtheria,  at  no  time  did  it  amount  to  anything  in  the 
nature  of  an  epidemic.  The  cases  were  on  the  whole  mild,  there 
being  no  deaths  from  the  former  and  only  three  from  the  latter 
disease.  The  epidemic  of  Measles  continued  mild  in  character  and 
causing  no  deaths. 

Once  again  I place  on  record  my  warm  appreciation  of  the 
loyal  and  generous  help  afforded  me  at  all  times  by  your  Sanitary 
Inspector  and  to  acknowledge  with  gratitude  the  continued  interest 
and  support  of  the  Members  of  the  Council.

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Water  Supply. 

With  the  exception  of  Brandon  Village  and  a few  isolated 
farms  and  cottages  the  Water  Supply  to  the  Area  is  from  the  mains 
of  the  Durham  County  Water  Board. 

Brandon  Village. — In  my  previous  reports  1 have  mentioned 
that  the  supply  of  water  to  Brandon  Village  was  unreliable  for  two 
reasons  : — 

( 1 ) "Phe  altitude  of  the  \hliage  is  higher  than  the  local  reservoir, 
which  made  it  necessary  for  the  water  to  be  pumped  to  a storage 
tank  in  the  Village  before  being  distributed  to  a few  of  the  houses 
and  to  stand  pipes  placed  at  convenient  points  in  the  Village. 

(2)  The  pumping  system  was  unreliable  as  the  site  on  which 
the  pump  is  situated  is  not  much  lower  than  that  of  the  reservoir. 
As  a result  of  this  the  pressure  of  water  at  pump  level  was  poor 
and  sometimes  disappeared  altogether. 

The  position  now  has  been  greatly  improved  by  the  provision 
of  a small  centrifugal  pump  which  replaces  the  old  ram  pump. 

The  water,  which  was  previously  pumped  directly  from  the 
mains,  is  now  allowed  to  fill  into  a collecting  tank  of  1,000  gallons 
capacity  before  being  pumped  into  the  storage  tank  at  the  Village. 
This  method  reduces  the  time  of  pumping  to  approximately  2-3 
hours  per  day,  and  during  the  intervals  between  pumping  there  is 
ample  time  for  the  refilling  of  the  collecting  tank.  The  starting 
and  stopping  of  the  pump  is  worked  by  electrical  switches  and  ball 
float. 

Hill  House  Farm. — The  water  supply  at  this  farm  was  unsatis- 
factory and  intermittent,  but  has  now  been  improved  by  the 
provision  of  a pipe  line  from  the  mains  of  the  Durham  County  Water 
Board  to  the  farm.  Owing  to  the  high  altitude  of  the  farm  the 
water  is  pumped  and  the  supply  is  now  satisfactory. 

Baal  Hill  Farm. — The  water  supply  at  this  farm  has  also  been 
improved.  The  previous  supply  was  from  a well  which  during  the 
long  spells  of  dry  weather  dried  up  and  recourse  had  to  be  made  to 
leading  water  by  cart.  A pipe  line  has  been  laid  from  a central 
pump  house  where  water  is  collected  from  a spring  in  the  hillside 
and  pumped  to  various  farms  in  the  area.  The  .supply  is  now 
satisfactory. 

Closet  Accommodation. 

During  the  year  only  two  earth  closets  were  converted  to 
water  carriage.  The  reduction  in  the  numbei'  of  conversions  is,  of 
(;ourse,  due  to  the  national  emergency.

Public  Cleansing. 

Refuse  Collection. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  the  number  of  Refuse  Collecting 
Vehicles  owned  by  the  Council  was  three,  viz.  : — One  Karrier 
Bantam,  one  converted  Fordson,  and  one  Bedford  (ex  War  Depart- 
ment reconditioned  vehicle). 

These  vehicles  were  manned  by  three  drivers  and  six  labourers, 
and  the  number  of  Sanitary  Conveniences  and  Dust  Bins  emptied 
by  the  Council  workmen  was  approximately  3,400,  and  the  work  of 
clearing  the  remaining  1,900  was  dore  by  eight  Contractors. 

During  the  year  three  Contracts  with  a total  of  467  houses 
were  given  up,  and  as  the  Council  took  delivery  of  another  Karrier 
Bantam  Refuse  Collector  during  September  the  467  houses  were 
taken  over  by  the  Council  Direct  Labour  Scheme. 

The  position  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  that  refuse  was  moved 
from  3,867  houses  by  the  Council  workmen  and  from  the  remaining 
1,433  houses  by  six  Contractors. 

Refuse  Disposal. 

Refuse  is  dispo.sed  of  at  the  five  Refuse  Tips  in  the  Area,  which 
are  situated  at  Brandon,  New  Brancepeth,  Broompark,  Ushaw 
Moor  and  Lymington  Terrace,  Esh  Winning. 

During  the  year  a certain  amount  of  refuse  has  been  tipped  on 
Farm-land. 


Controlled  tipping  is  practised  as  far  as  possible,  and  one  man 
is  engaged  to  look  after  Brandon  and  two  of  the  smaller  tips  in 
the  Area.

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Salvauk. 

There  has  been  a decided  iniprovement  in  tlie  collection  and 
sales  of  Salvage  during  the  year,  which  has  no  doubt  been  brought 
about  b}-  the  efforts  of  our  various  village  committees,  by  the  co- 
operation of  the  public  and  by  school  children.  It  has  been  found 
that  on  those  parts  of  the  District  served  by  our  own  Council 
workmen  the  yields  have  been  very  much  better  than  those  districts 
served  by  Contractors. 


During  the  year  the  Council  decided  to  run  a piggery,  and 
collections  of  Kitchen  Waste  were  arranged  ; 50  (fifty)  bins  were 
purchased  and  placed  at  suitable  points  in  the  Centre,  East  and 
West  Wards.  During  the  year  approximately  49  tons  of  Kitchen 
Waste  was  collected  and  used  at  the  piggery. 


Altogether  189  tons  of  Salvage  were  collected,  against  121  tons 
for  the  previous  year.  Paper  showed  a decrease  of  8 tons,  but 
Scrap  Tins  showed  an  increase  of  21  tons. 


The  receipts  for  the  year  were  £673  Os.  Od.,  as  against 
£505  Os.  Od.  last  year,  show  an  increase  in  sales  of  £168  Os.  Od. 
and  a credit  balance  of  £63  Os.  Od.

HOUSING. 

Brandon  Colliery  Clearance  Area. 

Of  the  original  125  houses  condemned  at  Brandon  CoUiery 
fifty-nine  are  still  occupied.  Thirty-eight  families  were  re-housed 
at  the  Council’s  Grey  Ridge  Estate,  while  twenty-eight  families 
have  found  other  accommodation. 

In  addition  to  the  fifty-nine  houses  occupied,  ten  are  empty, 
but  two  of  these  are  in  a state  of  semi-demolition,  and  fifty-six 
others  have  been  completely  demolished. 

The  fifty-nine  houses  occupied  are  in  poor  condition,  and  the 
sanitary  arrangements  leave  much  to  be  desired. 

East  Ward  (Clearance  Area). 

The  sixty  houses  condemned  in  Front  Street  and  School  Street 
are  all  occupied,  and  the  owners  have  during  the  past  year  carried 
out  general  repairs. 


New  Brancepeth  Clearance  Areas. 

There  were  three  Clearance  Areas  in  New  Brancepeth  No.  2 
with  114  houses,  No.  3 with  nine,  and  No.  4 with  twenty-seven 
houses,  a total  of  one  hundred  and  fifty. 

One  hundred  and  fifty-six  families  occupied  these  houses,  and 
the  total  number  of  occupants  was  seven  hundred  and  fifteen. 


At  the  outbreak  of  war,  a scheme  to  build  one  hundred  and 
fifty-six  houses  was  in  progress,  but  the  number  of  houses  to  be 
completed  was  reduced  to  seventy- eight.  OAving  to  some  families 
leaving  the  district,  and  others  finding  other  accommodation,  it 
was  found  that,  after  the  seventy-eight  families  had  been  re-housed 
at  the  Council’s  New  Estate,  only  six  families  remained  un-housed. 
The  Ministry  of  Health  was  approached  and  agreed  to  the  completion 
of  six  more  houses. 

These  were  completed  and  the  six  families  re-housed.  Now  all 
houses  in  the  Clearance  Areas,  with  the  exception  of  six,  are 
demolished. 


UsHAW  Moor.  Clearance  Area. 

Many  of  the  ninety-seven  houses  in  this  Clearance  Area  are 
structural^  unsafe,  and  during  the  past  few  years  accommodation 
for  twenty-two  families  has  had  to  be  found.  At  the  present 
seventy-five  of  the  ninety-seven  houses  are  occupied  and  many  of 
these  are  damaged  and  unsafe  to  live  in. 

The  Council  is.  taking  steps  to  requisition  empty  properties  in 
the  Area,  which,  after  repair,  would  be  used  to  re-house  families 
from  the  Clearance  Area. 


Lymtngton  Terrace. 

A number  of  the  seventy-five  houses  in  this  Terrace  have 
suffered  from  subsidence,  and  the  damage  to  the  structure  of  many 
houses  was  so  bad  that  about  twenty  are  empty  and  are  in  the 
process  of  demolition. 


Browney  Colliery  Houses. 

Six  houses  at  the  bottom  of  Office  Street  and  Middle  Street  have 
been  demolished  due  to  structural  damage  caused  by  subsidence, 
and  four  others  are  empty  due  to  the  same  cause.  General  repairs 
to  these  cottages  occupied  have  been  carried  out  during  the  year. 


Littleburn  Houses. 

These  houses,  numbering  about  one  hundred,  like  those  in 
Browney,  were  originally  owned  by  the  Colliery  Company,  but 
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were  sold  after  the  closure  of  the  Colliery.  There  are  three  streets 
with  approximately  thirty-three  houses  in  each,  and  the  thirty- 
three  earth  closets  in  Office  Street  have  now  been  converted  to 
water  carriage. 

The  maintenance  of  the.se  cottages  is  carried  out  most  satis- 
factorily. 

Housing  (Post  War  Needs). 

There  is  undoubtedly  a great  need  in  the  district  for  houses, 
and  it  is  estimated  that  to  meet  po.st-war  requirements  upwards  of 
1,600  new  houses  will  be  I'eeded  to  re-house  families  now  living  in 
Slum  Clearance  Areas,  in  overcrowded  conditions,  and  also  to  meet 
the  demands  of  newly  married  couples.

Slaughter  Houses. 

The  Slaughtering  of  Cattle,  Sheep  and  Pigs,  to  supply  the  Areas 
of  Durham  City,  Durham  Rural  District,  and  Brandon  and 
Byshottles  Urban  District,  is  carried  out  at  the  Government 
Controlled  Slaughter  House  at  Meadowfield. 

The  Manager  of  the  Government  Slaughter  House,  Mr.  F. 
Armstrong,  has  given  your  Sanitary  Inspector  every  assistance  in 
carrying  out  the  duties  of  Meat  and  Food  Inspector. 

The  carcases  of  all  Slaughter  Animals  are  inspected  by  the 
Council  Sanitary  Inspector,  and  the  following  table  gives  a summarv 
of  the  work  done  during  the  year.

General  Observations. 

The  general  standard  of  cleanliness  on  Farms  and  Dairies,  in 
spite  of  the  difficulties  experienced  by  Farmers,  due  to  war  con- 
ditions, has  been  maintained. 

No  new  Byres  have  been  built,  nor  has  there  been  any  recon- 
struction of  b5T’es  or  dairies.  On  the  other  hand,  there  are  few 
byres  in  the  Area  the  structural  conditions  of  which  do  not  comply 
with  the  requirements  of  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Acts  and  Order. 

•Fish  Fryers. 

There  are  eighteen  premises  used  in  the  business  of  Fish 
Frying,  and  seventeen  of  these  are  in  permanent  buildings  and  one 
is  a temporary  wood  erection. 

These  premises  have  been  visited  at  regular  intervals  by  your 
Sanitary  Inspector,  and  the  conditions  found,  generally  speaking, 
have  been  satisfactory. 

Factories. 

There  are  thirty-one  factories  in  the  district,  most  of  which 
are  run  by  individual  craftsmen,  who  carry  out  the  trades  of 
joiners,  blacksmiths,  tailors,  boot  repairing,  etc. 

There  are  also  nine  bakehouses  in  the  Area  ; two  of  these  do 
Wholesale  Trade  and  Retail  Trade,  while  the  remainder  are  small 
Retail  Bakeries. 

The  condition  of  all  these  premises  when  visited  was 
satisfactory.
